REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reason for allowance is that the cited prior art fails to disclose or reasonably suggest a 
method of processing an optical fiber comprising rotating a stub optical fiber or optical 
fiber in combination with laser processing the stub optical fiber or optical fiber by 
sweeping a laser beam at a pre-selected angle from perpendicular to a longitudinal axis 
of the stub optical fiber or optical fiber back and forth across a surface of the rotating 
stub optical fiber or optical fiber as noted in Claims 1 1 or 20. 
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The cited prior art does disclose rotation of an optical fiber by sweeping the laser 
beam at a tangent, or radially around the optical fiber (See US 6,534,741, figure 3), but 
does not disclose or reasonably suggest the claimed sweeping of the laser beam from a 
perpendicular to longitudinal axis of the optical fiber.
